THE TRAITOR UF 
ALSA 


NE autumn morning in 

1933, only a week or two 

after the Nazis had 

become the rulers of 

Germany, an alert-look- 

ing man in the middle 

fifties walked into a shabby, in- 

significant building in Dorothea- 
strasse, Berlin. 

Two powerful fellows standing 

in the hall jumped smartly to 


attention, clicked their heels 
simultaneously, and said to- 
gether: “Guten morgen, Herr 
Oberst.” 


One of them took the visitor, 
who appeared perfectly familiar 
with the place, in the lift to the 
second floor, and returned below 
to discuss with his colleague the 
surprising news—the return of 
Germany’s Secret Service Chief. 
the famous and formidable 
Colonel Wilhelm von Nicolai. 

A long time had Nicolai waited 
for this moment—fourteen long 
and dreary years spent in the 
wilderness with many thousands 
more of the ex-Kaiser’s old 
officers. 

Fortunate could Nicolai account 
himself to reoccupy his previous 
post. 

Already, however, the Second 
Bureau (France’s counter-espion- 
age service in Paris) had its eye 
on him. For shortly before his 
appointment he went to France 
on what might be termed a tour 
of reconnaissance—it would have 
been impossible for him, as head 
cf the German Secret Service, to 
set foot on French soil.

The French were devastatingly 
polite to him, as they are to all 
foreigners. But they were under 
no illusions. They had him 
shadowed night and day; they 
tracked down every person with 
whom he talked. 

Nicolai also spent some time in 
Alsace-Lorraine, and was some- 
what grieved to find in Metz and 
Strassburg, then German, large 
numbers of French agents em- 
ployed. he discovered, by- the 
army staff in Belfort and Nancy. 

Little did he think then that in 
the fortress of Nancy twenty-six 
years afterwards, one of his spies 
would be facing a firing squad in 
the cold dawn of a winter's 
morning.

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Well. Colonel von Nicolai sat 
once more in his office in Doro- 
theastrasse. His hair was thinning 
and he had grown a trifle stouter., 

But there was no change in his 
implacable hatred of France 
Within a week of resuming his old 
position, his mind was revolving 
around the creation of another 
German spy system, especially in 
Alsace-Lorraine. 

It was a November morning, dull 
and grey. Nicolai had before him 
on his desk a mass of typewritten 
papers and a bundle of newspaper 
clippings which he ‘Studied with 
deeply absorbed attention. 

He rang his bell and requested 
the orderly who answered it to 
send him Major Henziger.

Interestedly, Nicolai read on. 
The Doktor, in addition to his 
writings, also preached Home Rule 
in the Strassburg Municipal Coun- 
cil, of which he was a member. 

His personal habits, doubtless 
long and carefully noted by 
Nicolai’s spies, made equally valu- 
able study. “Very little money; 
lives in small, modern flat, and 
spends most of his evenings in 
cafés and restaurants. Very asser- 
tive in his opinions and frequently 
gets into heated arguments.” 

A photograph of the Doktor was 
fastened to the report: Nicolai saw 
a tall, heavily-built man with spec- 
tacles, who was probably about his 
own age. 

“You have not approached him 
yet? ” ne asked his colleague. 

“ Not definitely, Herr Oberst. We 
have sounded him, not for what 
we actually want, but merely to 
suggest that we help him with his 
propaganda. Later on, no doubt, 
he will be amenable to reason.”

haps the most vital of all, how the 
Alsatian people would react to a 
German invasion. 

It was work he was well quali-

For this, larger funds were re- 
quired, and the Doktor’s flat in 
Strassburg became the meeting 
place of many athletic, earnest- 
eyed young men, all of them really 
German, who would support him 
in that post of Gauleiter which 
the people in Berlin were so con- 
stantly dangling before his eyes. 

Time went on. With the Nazi 
invasion of Austria, Roos began to 
realise that his frequent journeys 
into Germany were getting a trifle 
dangerous. 

People were beginning to talk: 
once or twice the commissar of 
the Strassburg police. who for 
some reason or other happened to 
be at the railway station when he 
was going to Baden-Baden, gave 
him a significant nod. 

Thereafter ne travelled by 
motor-car, and although he passed 
the frontier with no more than a 
few cursory inquiries. he could not 
but realise that he might now be 
arousing suspicion. 

He made one such last trip, and 
then notified the agent he met at 
the Hotel Stéphanie—the Major 
had dropped out of the business— 
that in future he would send a 
man of his own to pick up any 
instructions that could not safely 
be entrusted to the couriers. 

He handed over a photograph of 
the man he had in mind—George 
Lobstein, a young Alsatian, heart 
and soul in the Nazi movement. 

The Doktor was now growing 
fearful. 

He began to curse the day he 
involved himself with the Ger- 
mans. 

Then, at the end of August, a 
mysterious. message was thrust 
into his hands late one night as 
he was returning to his flat. 

He opened it on reaching home. 
to find it contained an order to 
find out without delay what fresh 
French troops were now being 
disposed along the frontier in the 
region of Strassburg and to send 
the information to Baden-Baden. 

Once more he thought of escape 
to Switzerland, Belgium, anywhere 
while there was time. But there 
was money owing to him: Lobstein 
would be paid the amount on 
reaching the Hotel Stéphanie,

All through that night, then, he 
sat up, to concoct the information 
that was asked for. It was his last 
throw; win or lose he meant to 
get out while there was time—with 
the all-necessary money. 

He had saved none of his ill- 
gotten gains, and what Lobstein 
should bring back would just 
about see him safely to a neutral 
country. 

At eight o’clock in the morning 
he walked to the place where 
Lobstein lived in a couple of 
rooms, It was hardly necessary to 
tell that youth to exercise great 
caution: they thoroughly under- 
stood each other and all the risks 
that surrounded them. 

In one of the big cafés Roos sat 
down and attempted to eat a 
belated breakfast. The food stuck 
in his throat. He wandered aim- 
lessly around the town for a time 
and then, hardly knowing what to 
do with himself, return-1i to his 
flat. 

Nothing had happened and he 
breathed a little more freely 
Impatiently he waited the follow- 
ing day for the appearance of his 
messenger. 
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Still no news. 

In a state of mind bordering on 
frenzy, he packed and unpacked 
his clothes. 

On the morning of Friday, Sep- 
tember 1, having seen nothing of 
Lobstein, he had decided to flee. 

But it was too late; as he was 
taking a last look round the rooms 
the door-bell rang. A sudden 
spasm of fear shook him an for 
a moment he thought of a pistoi 
hidden away in one of his bags. 

Instead, telling himself not -o 
be a fool, he went to the door, 

Three men stood there, one of 
them the Commissar of Police, 
known to him. ‘They took him 
back into his dining-room and 
there, as a matter of formality, 
read him the warrant that 
accused him of betraying national 
secrets to a foreign power. 


| Condemned | 


France and Germany had been 
six weeks at war when on 
October 23 Dr. Philippe Roos and 
George Lobstein appeared before 
a court-martial in the old garrison 
town of Nancy, only a short dis- 
tance away from Strassburg. 

The Doktor had lost all his self- 
possession; he was just a quiver- 
ing mass of flesh and a distasteful 
sight for human eyes as the tale 
of his infamies was unfolded. 
Quite a long story they made, and 
additionally revealing by the fact 
of his accomplice “ ratting.” 

His guilt, therefore, was a fore- 
gone conclusion. On the night of 
October 26 he learnt that he was 
to die on the morrow, while Lob- 
stein, who had also been sentenced 
to death, would be imprisoned for 
twenty years. 

At dawn the following morning, 
a firing party of six men faced

Can it be ‘that German 
paganism will be allowed to 
hold the world in utter con- 
quest? Can it be that what our 
ancestors have through cen- 
turies achieved for freedom of 
thought and speech, liberty for 
the oppressed, the rights of the 
individual, equitable laws, full 
opportunities to rich and poor 
alike—can it be that all our 
institutions will suddenly 
crumble like dust? 

You and I can no more be- 
lieve that than the probability 
of our Empire and Navy being 
swept to non-existence. Hard 
times we shall certainly have 
to face, but our greatest of all 
possessions, British character, 
nothing can remove that. We 
are what we are because of the 
sea. 

Our Empire began with those 
intrepid sixteenth - century 
Devonshire seamen when Eng- 
land consisted mostly of people 
in poverty, and our trade com- 
prised little more than the 
wool clipped from the backs of 


sheep. 
Yet because these sailors had 
trained themselves to bad 


weather and steeled them- 
Selves to long voyaging in little 
ships, they possessed that 
heroic courage which made 
them a terror to other and 
richer countries. 

So, in the months before us, 
we have to remind. ourselves 
that as an island nation we 
must maintain the high tradi- 
tions of those who gave us 
colonies, raised us out of 
poverty to become the leader 
among governments. 


Why Hitler 
Will Lose 


If Britain is a fortress, then 
let us be thankful for the deep 
moat which surrounds us and 
make sure that no drawbridge 
will allow- our enemies to 
enter. 

For Hitler is still in a mighty 
hurry. His countless aero- 
Planes and tanks have served 
him well, but I still believe he 
is going to lose the race. Why? 

He is opposed by a powerful 
Navy, and a still more power- 
ful General. 

Take the Navy first. For its 
existence a fighting service de- 
pends on dockyards where 
ships. can be refitted: and on 
Supply steamers bringing food, 
Stores, oil-fuel. 

We look to the Army and 
Air Force for the protection of 
dockyards, but the Navy itself 
is responsible for safety of 
shipping. 

So long, then, as bases and 
Supplies continue to function, 
the fighting Navy can be relied 
upon to defy any combination 
of Nazi-Italian sea strength 
wherever opposed. 

But supposing myriads of 
German air squadrons strans- 
form our naval bases one by 
one into rubble, What then? 

Move the fleet to other har- 
bours beyond the radius of 
aircraft, even across one ocean 
to Canada. But so long. as 
this fleet remains intact and 
in being, so long we are not 
beaten and remain a perpetual 
menace to the enemy. 


Spectre Of 
The Winter 


This might go on for a 
winter, a whole year, or many 
more months 

Napoleon knew that all his 
preparations for invading Eng- 
land were frustrated because 
the British Fleet remained. 
Then came the final clash at 
Trafalgar, and his last hope 
was gone. 

A modern Trafalgar, after a 
junction between Hitler’s and 
Mussolini’s navies, would bring 
about a similar result, and his- 
tory might repeat itself off the 
Spanish coast. 

Most likely our enemies wil] 
do their best to avoid such a 
definite conclusion. 

Yet neither of our foes can 
afford to wait many weeks. 

Italy’s population have 
neither the enthusiasm nor the 
backbone to endure a long war 
Germany, flushed with suc- 
cess, knows equally well her 
own nationals dread the 
thought of another winter. 
Moreover. the responsibilities 
of gigantic conquests from 
the Arctic almost to the 
Atlantic bring also tremen- 
dous liabilities. 

An existing, unconquered, 
virile British Fleet, delaying 
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T is less than seven weeks ago that the greatest crisfS in the 
history of civilisation began to develop, and with a speed 
rendered possible only by means of man’s own mechanical 
For it is an amazing truth that when, after 

long endeavour, he at last produces some tremendous 
monster, he fashions this for his own destruction. 

Today is no time for looking back, but rather for instant 
Yet we do not forget that our 
troubles all date from May 9, when monstrous tanks and 
immense armoured columns caused indifferent land strategy 
and superior numbers to pour through the Low

complete victory to the Dicta- 
tors for an indefinite time, 
would never suit our foes, but 
might completely capsize the 
latter’s gains. 

Not merely because the re-

Agricultural experts have 
figured out the details in 
regard to the future and fore- 
cast that, beginning with 
November, both the Allies and 
our enemies in Furope will ex- 
perience a shortage in food. 
This is quite understandable, 
seeing that the severe winter 
not merely spoiled quantities 
of vegetables in storage but 
hindered the early production 
stages. 

Then followed an exception- 
ally dry spring, with weeks of 
little rain, so the universal 
opinion of farmers agrees that

Importance Of 
Power At Sea 


Though every bottle of wine 
from France be transferred to 
the Nazis’ towns, this will not 
contribute much to ward off 
inevitable crisis. 

Thus, not merely Germany, 
but all the invaded countries 
before Christmas will be crying 
out for food which can arrive 
only across the sea. 

And there lies the crux of 
this grave matter. There we 
perceive Hitler’s intense and 
all-important desire .for a 
short quick war with not a de- 
layed, but. hurried, victory.

That in itself would cause a 
serious outlook. But the situa- 
tion has become aggravated by 
hostile activities. Norway and 
a large portion of France, 
both essentially agricultural 
countries, have been prevented 
from producing mature har- 
vests; the produce of Den- 
mark and Holland has been 
yielded to Germany, cattle 
cannot be fed much longer 
because foodstuffs have in 
any year to be imported. 

France certainly is a trea- 
sure house, but hungry hordes 
will leave little for the in- 
habitants and remove to Ger- 
many not enough for millions 
already on rations. 

In plain language, our 
enemies are faced with a late 
autumn and early winter that 
may bring about anything in- 
clusive of political trouble fol- 
lowing acute hunger. It de- 
monstrates once again the 
mutual interdependence of 
nations; for whereas Denmark 
and Holland in the last war 
continued as Germany’s larder, 
and Norway supplied her with 
fish, today all these sources 
have been exterminated. 

Obviously if you stop farmers 
of one country after another 
from rearing grain and cattle. 
if you prevent livestock from 
being replaced after invaders 
have helped themselves, mil- 
lions of people from a given 
date will starve. 


Food That 
Has Vanished 


With the best will in the 
world, Italy cannot help be- 
cause she, too, relies chiefly on 
imports (meat from South 
America, for example): and 
today she finds herself firmly 
blockaded. Nor can Russia be 
expected to save Germany by 
sending the requisite amount 
of grain. 

So it comes down to this. In 
Germany the effect of our ten 


ocean - going 
cargo-carriers. Think this 
factor out for yourself, and 
the conclusion is self-evident. 
We shall be short of food, but 
not as our enemies. Canada 
alone can yield us immense 
amounts of grain, so can the 
United States. South America 
and the Dominions will pro- 
vide us likewise with necessi- 


ties. 
And we have not only 
British but Norwegian, 


Danish, Dutch, a few Belgian, 
mercantile vessels to fetch 
commodities from almost any 
part of the globe. If necessary, 
we could convoy them every 
required mile. 


Keep A 
Brave Heart 


Tanks and clever devices, 
therefore, are not everything; 
their value ends where sea 
meets the land. Nor do planes 
avoid being subjected to the 
law of limitations. 

Preserve the Royal Navy, let 
it protect the steamship 
routes, and during the next 
anxious weeks this our fortress 
will still carry on while Hitler 
and his newly obtained terri- 
tories will suffer exceedingly. 

Stalemate is what he most 
dreaded, and drove him to do 
what he has succeeded in 
achieving these weeks. But a 
Stalemate by sea will be some- 
thing which can crush his 
aspirations at the finish. 

He will, in the meantime, do 
his best by threats by con- 
tinual air raids by every sort 
of frightfulness, by attempting 
invasion, by spreading stories 
of novel terrors. by employing 
also well-tried methods: yet if 
only we keep a brave heart—as 
we shall—and keep our ships 
in good sort till the dark days 
preceding Christmas. then I 
am convinced that the eco- 
nomic situation in our 
enemies’ countries will spell 
victory for us.

“I watched the cruelty and 
fanaticism in Hitler’s eyes. I watched the 
struttings and the vanity of Mussolini.

Scoundrels they are, and [ endorse this 
correspondent’s appeal to mothers. They should 
let no thought of self prevent them from sending 
their children to Canada if they have the 
opportunity, or, failing that, evacuating them 
under some ‘other appropriate Government 
scheme.
